MOCK OR NOT 

Students learn 
political lessons

They aren’t quite 18, but that 
did not stop local elementary stu¬ 
dents from making their vote 
heard. 

Kindergarten and fifth graders 
were just two of the groups of 
students at Crittenden-Mt. Zion 
Elementary who headed to the 
polls Nov. 2 to choose a presi¬ 
dent. 

Using a makeshift voting 
booth, one-by-one, the students 
circled the photo of the candidate 
they wanted for president. 

After they cast their ballot into 
a baby wipe container, they 
received an American flag sticker, 
symbolizing that they voted. 

In fifth grade, Republican 
challenger Gov. Mitt Romney 
handily beat President Barack 
Obama by a margin of 59 percent 
to 38 percent with 3 percent vot¬ 


ing in the “other” category. 

The outcome was the same for 
CMZ’s kindergartners, although 
by a much slimmer margin. 

Romney received 48 votes 
while Obama fell short with 40 
votes. 

Ten absent students could have 
shifted the outcome of the elec¬ 
tion, said Amanda Newman, 
CMZ Elementary kindergarten 
teacher. 

“We thought that the mock 
election was important to give our 
students a voice in the world 
around them,” Newman said. 
“We feel that our students need to 
be aware of what is going on in 
their world after all it is their 
future too. It was interesting to 
hear what they had to say about 
the two presidential choices. They 
were influenced by their peers 
and families.”

Helping Hands needs help with food, clothing donations

If you receive a grocery sack on your 
door on Nov. 10, hungry people in 
Grant County are counting on you to 
fill it. 

The annual Helping Hands food 
pantry drive, sponsored by several local 
churches, will kick off on Nov. 10 when 
volunteers will distribute empty gro¬ 
cery sacks throughout the county. 

The volunteers will return on 
Saturday, Nov. 17 and collect the bags. 


“This is vital, in terms of community 
support for us,” said Wil Jones, a minis¬ 
ter who serves on the board of directors 
for Helping Hands. “It’s vital for us to 
have churches involved, which is part 
of how Helping Hands is organized.” 

Jones said Helping Hands assists 
200 families with food and clothing 
each month, either at the organization’s

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Lady beetle invasion 
common this time of year 

Some years are worse than others: I remember 
years when it was like a siege of lady beetles other 
years a few popped up here or there. Usually they 
sneak their way into our homes as a noticeable 
chill settles in. On sunny days they cling to the 
screen door on the south side of where I write. 
Presently they are displayed before me. I need not 
worry about them as they sun themselves; but the 
ones that collect indoors, well your best bet is a 
vacuum cleaner. 

The perceived invasion is as simple as looking 
for a little warmth and protection from winter 
weather. The invader is not your average ladybug, 
it’s an Asian cousin imported years ago by USD A 
Agricultural Research scientists. The USD A 
introduced the Asian lady beetle to the United 
States as a biological control against pear psylla 
and other soft-bodied insects. The Asian lady 
beetle, harmonia axyridis, is a voracious eater, just 
like our native lady beetle, but they have different 
wintering habits.

Lady Beetles 

The Asian lady beetle is native to Japan and 
Korea where they winter over in cliffs in order to 
stay warm and protected from inclement weather. 
In the United States, in the absence of cliffs, the 
lady beetles flock to vertical structures, often 
light-colored, and always south or southwest 
facing. These vertical structures are usually our 
homes. They appear copper-colored and exhibit a 
great deal of variation within the species. 
Sometimes they appear with no spots, a few spots 
or many spots. Usually they are a copper or burnt 
orange color but they can appear black or red. Do 
not be surprised or confused by these variations. 

If there are cracks, crevices are any point of 
entry the lady beetles find their way indoors 
collecting on walls and 
ceilings. As numbers 
increase so does the desire 
to get rid of them but it is 
somewhat problematic. 
Lady beetles are beneficial 
insects, eating other 
nuisance insects so killing 
them is environmentally 
irresponsible, however 
most people do not want 
lady beetles in their house 
all winter long. 

Here are the options 
for control. Number one 
in beetle-proofing your 
home is to seal up crevices, 
install weather stripping 
around doors and checking for any other entry 
point. This will not only eliminate the number of 
insects that come in it will also reduce your utility 
bills in both summer and winter. 

Annoying Little Bugs 

Removing those beetles that have already 
made their way inside is best done with a broom 
or a vacuum. I know that it is asking nearly too 
much, but instead of killing them try sweeping 
them up and releasing them a good distance from 
your home. If you do crush them be ready for the 
stinky smell they will emit. And, don’t forget to 
empty the vacuum bag if you vacuum dead ones 
up. 

The problem with using chemical sprays is that 
it will only kill those insects that it comes in 
contact with and likely there are more beetles in 
unseen places. If you fumigate and kill those that 
are unseen then other insects that feed on the 
carcasses may be attracted to your home as a 
result. 

Lady beetles feed on soft-bodied insects and 
will not do any structural damage to your home 
but those that may feed on them can. They are just 
hibernating in your home and will not bite 
(although some have insisted otherwise), sting, 
spread disease, infest your food or eat your 
clothing.. .they are just annoying. If you do choose 
to use chemicals do so in late September when 
you notice them on exterior surfaces before they 
enter the home.

RELIGIOUS VIEWS 

I’m not sinning... 

I have a disease! 

L ewis came to me the other day and after admit¬ 
ting that he had used an illegal drug he said, “I 
can’t help it. I know I shouldn’t hang out with 
those guys but they are my friends. Besides that, I 
have a “ompulsive disease” that I cannot control and 
this “disease” is incurable, progressive and fatal. My 
addictions counselor at church even told me so! I 
can’t help it! I can’t control it! I will always have it, 
and will probably go back to using drugs from time to 
time.” 

Let’s see where this “Christian” counselor has 
missed the mark. “Addiction” is a worldly term that 
means “a persistent compulsive use of a substance 
known by the user to be harmful.” The key word is 
compulsive, which implies it is not their fault. This 
says that they cannot help having this “addictive dis¬ 
ease” because they cannot help themselves. 
(They cannot help themselves, but Christ can). 

This is not true because in the early stages of 
addiction a person is making “wrong decisions” for 
the “planned” purpose of gaining pleasure or avoid¬ 
ing pain (which is why we use drugs). This is planned 

by the user. It is something 
they can control; they sim¬ 
ply choose not to do so. 

A compulsive behavior 
is defined as something that 
is an irresistible choice. The 
question is whether or not 
this choice being made to 
“fulfill the desire of the 
addiction” is in fact irresist¬ 
ible. I know from experi¬ 
ence this is not the case. 
Substance abusers plan and 
manipulate things and peo¬ 
ple to get what they want 
because of their selfish desires. In the “Christian” 
world we call that our “sin” nature. I often hear peo¬ 
ple say that it is something that no one has any con¬ 
trol over and “It’s not your fault, you are just geneti¬ 
cally predisposed to do things like that.” If that’s the 
case and if it is a disease that cannot be controlled, 
then there is no hope for anyone to get clean and 
sober! “Habitual” is the word we should be using. 
There is hope that habits can be broken. 

I told Lewis to run as far away from that counselor 
as he could get. He is promoting a victim mentality 
whereby you can blame others and even blame God 
himself. They promote “self-help” where they should 
only point you to the Cross. Our help does not come 
from within ourselves, it comes from the Lord. They 
say, “He had an affair!” No, he committed adultery. 
“He can’t help it, he’s a kleptomaniac!” No, he’s a 
thief. “He can’t help it if he is an alcoholic!” God 
says he’s a drunkard and says stop getting drunk. 
“Oh, but this is an addictive disease!” Not true. God 
says he is committing idolatry.These are idols of the 
heart; it’s selfishness. 

The bottom line is this. If it is an addictive, com¬ 
pulsive, lifelong, progressive, fatal disease, then 
there isn’t any hope. Not only that but it isn’t their 
fault and they are a victim! (Poor me Poor me pour 
me another drink ) But if it is in fact a calculated, 
planned, habitual choice we make based on our sinful 
desire to please ourselves, then we have hope! There 
is hope in what Christ can do. You need to own it, 
repent from it, and become a new creation in Christ 
(2 Corinthians. 5:17; Ezekiel. 36:26-27; Rom. 12:2; 
Ephesians. 4:22-24.) Be blessed, not stressed.

Newman said the teachers talked 
about how voting was a personal 
choice that each person had to make 
based on what they believed was the 
right decision. 

Although they did not go into the 
stances of the two presidential candi¬ 
dates, teachers did encourage the stu¬ 
dents to talk to their families about the 
election and their views. 

“I think that my students under¬ 
stood the election and they were so 
proud of themselves after they voted in 
our voting booth,” Newman said. “It 
was neat to see how some students 
talked openly about who they voted 
for and others were quiet about their 
decision. We made the day special by 
letting students dress patriotic in red, 
white, and blue or dress up. We even 
had one student that said that he 
dressed up like Obama. He had on a 
dress shirt with a tie. I played patriotic 
songs and we sang ‘America the 
Beautiful.’” 

Williamstown Elementary got into 
the election spirit as well by casting 
their ballots on Ipads, whiling voting 
on student council members. 

To make the election more realistic, 
each grade level was given one elec¬ 
toral vote and whoever had the most 
votes for that grade was the representa¬ 
tive for that grade. 

“This provided a great conserva¬ 
tion piece for the students to have a 
better understanding of how the actual 
process works,” said Deanna Wynn, 
WES fifth grade teacher. “The elec¬ 
toral voting is one of the hardest con¬ 
cepts for the students to understand.” 

Romney won the popular vote, but 
Obama was re-elected by capturing 
the electoral vote at Williamstown 
Elementary. 

In kindergarten, two classes chose 
Obama while one went with Romney 
while the four first-grade classes were 
split between the two candidates. 

Romney had a 2-1 edge in second- 
grade classes, but Obama won the 
third-grade electoral vote by the same 
margin. 

Fourth graders chose Obama 2-1 as 
well with Romney sweeping all three 
fifth-grade classes. 

With the electoral vote, Obama 
won 3-2, but in the popular vote, 
Romney won 201 votes to 162 with 27 


students undecided. 

“I was surprised with how the 
results actually turned out,” Wynn 
said. “I planned on just going by popu¬ 
lar vote. However, once the votes 
started coming in, I noticed that the 
data was going to be a little different.” 

Throughout the experience, the stu¬ 
dents learned everything from branch¬ 
es of government to primaries and 
discussed major topics such as health 
care, education and the economy. 

“Since I have been old enough, I 
have voted,” Wynn said. “I am very 
passionate about doing your civic duty 
to better your city, state and country. 
That is your one chance to have a say. 
This project gets the students involved 
in what is going on in the world 
around them. This project lets them 
practice voting and it encourages them 
to participate in their civic duty.” 

“It will be interesting to see how 
the actual election will turn out,” she 


said. “I am very excited and a lot of 
my students are excited as well.” 

The mock election wasn’t the only 
real-life experience the elementary 
students participated in. 

For the first time, WES also held a 
debate during school for the two can¬ 
didates for student council — Emma 
Gutman and Cody Wolfe. 

Real issues impacting students, 
including fundraising, bullying, the 
use of electronic devices in class and 
attendance, were discussed between 
the candidates and fourth and fifth 
graders listened. 

Principal David Poer, who moder¬ 
ated the debate, made sure the students 
knew the importance of voting for real 
when they were old enough. 

“As a citizen, we have a great and 
grand privilege to vote for who we 
think is the best person,” Poer said to 
the students. “Not everyone can say 
that.”

Each candidate was given two minutes to make an opening statement, 
followed by a question, answer and rebuttal period. Each was then given 
additional time for a closing statement. 

Romney (Fightmaster) attacked Obama on his four years in 
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office. 

“With President Obama, it’s borrow, tax and spend. He does 
it more and more. When will it end?” Fightmaster asked. 

Alexander (Shipp) proposed “turning back and giving to the 
99 percent.” His platform boasted free education, social pro¬ 
grams and health care. 

Stein (Seibert), a member of the Green Party, said America 
could not “afford four more years of Wall Street bailouts.” 

Johnson (Parker), the former governor of New Mexico and a 
member of the Libertarian Party, said “less government interfer¬ 
ence” was what the country needed. 

Barr (Kellam), a member of the Peace and Freedom Party, 
said she understood the needs of the average American family. 

“I love this country with all my heart and I’m concerned for 
my grandchildren’s future. I may not be one of the working 
class, but I’m for the working class,” Barr said. 

Candidates responded to questions about immigration, the 
economy and education. 

At times, the candidates’ answers drew laughs from the other 
students, especially when Johnson suggested the legalization of 
marijuana could fix a multitude of issues. 

“I just don’t believe as Gov. Johnson does that legalizing 
marijuana is the answer to all of our country’s problems. It’s not 
the answer for immigration, the economy and especially educa¬ 
tion,” said Romney. 

“No, marijuana is not my solution to education,” Johnson 
agreed. 

Obama proposed he was the right candidate for “having 
someone fight for the little man.” 

“If you believe helping those down on their luck first and if 
you believe in taking our country forward ... If you believe 
we’re better off four years ago in the economy and foreign mess, 
you already know who to vote for,” Obama said. 

Barr closed the debate by telling the students she would rep¬ 
resent them in Washington. 

“Think about what you want. What do you want for your 
grandchildren? Do you want someone who will represent you 
all? I’m for you all. I’ve said it 60 billion times today,” she 
said. 

Following the debate, students were given ballots. 

Romney won with 32 percent of the vote, while Stein pulled 
in 20 percent, followed by Obama with 17.5 percent, Barr with 
13.5 percent, Johnson with 11 percent and Alexander with 
5 percent.
